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rule.  In  the  city  of  Chicago  but  two  Bap- 
tist pastors  of  English  speaking  churches 
look  hack  over  a cor  tinuous  term  of  ser- 
vice covering  a decade  of  yiark  We  do 
not  recall  the  precise  ength  of  the  average 
pastorate  in  our  denomination,  but  ac- 
cording to  statisticians,  it  is  something 
less  than  three  years.  It  is  not  certain 
that  the  best  results  would  be  secured  if 
the  average  could  l>e  made  thirty  years  in- 
stead of  three;  but  all  will  agree  that  the 
present  state  of  affairs  is  far  trorn  ideal. 

When  we  seek  for  an  explanation  of  this 
unfortunate  condition,  we  jind  it  in  no  one 
thing.  The  causes  of  ministerial  restless 
ness  are  legion,  and  only  such  as  are  out- 
standing can  be  considered  here.  Among 
these,  the  natural  tendency  to  idealize  the 
unknown  holds  a pijominent  place.  The 
pastor  at  Brownsville  attends  the  meeting 
of  his  association  ijeld  with  Ridgeway 
Church.  He  admiresjthe  beautiful  church- 
house,  notes  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the 
sisters  who  serve  refijeshments,  contrasts 
the  large  choir  with  his  owti,  and  goes 
home  feeling  that  if  he  werq  pastor  at 
Ridgeway  his  sky  would  have  no  cloud. 
But  he  has  seen  the  dress-parade  and  not 
the  every-day  campaign.  The  casual  vis- 
itor cannot  know  theilnner  life  of  a church. 
We  all  put  on  our  Ixjst  clothes  for  com- 
pany, and  hide  our  rags  in  the  Closet.  If 
the  brother  ever  bccories  pastor  at  Ridge- 
way he  will  find  difficulties  which  do  not 
lie  upon  the  surface,  apd  trials  as  real  as 
those  which  he  has  borne  at  Brawnsville. 
It  may*  lie  a good  plan  to  exchange  loads 
occasionally,  but  let  no  one  deceive  himself 
by  supposing  that  a change  of  field  will 
furnish  escape  from  trill  One  can  n£ver 
see  the  inside  of  things  distinctly  from  the 
outside.  The  next  lot  to  otiejs  Own  mav 
seem  to  afford  more  luxuriant  pasturage 
than  the  one  where  he  is  grazing,  but  the 
chances  are  that  when  he  jumps  the  fence 
he  shall  find  as  large  a percentage  of  weeds 
to  the  acre  as  in  the  field  he  has  just  left. 

Difficulties!  That  is  the  word  which  ex- 
plains  n vast  deni  of  ministerial  restless- 
ness. They  are  not,  in  the  main,  fanciful, 
but  all  too  real.  They  are  not,  necessari- 
ly, quarrels  lietween  irdividuals  or  fac- 
tions, although  these  are  by  no  means  un 
common.

But  this  is  not  what  I started  to  discuss. 
The  effect  of  a multiplicity  of  churches  is 
that  they  are  financially  too  weak  to  pay 
a pastor  «a  good  salary.  Often  having 
preaching,  once  a month,  by  a pastor  who 
lives  too  far  off  todo  any  pastop'al  work. 
This  firings  about  ari  idea  with  the  mem* 
bership,  and  also  with  the  preachers,  that 
preaching  is  the  whole  duty  of  the  pastor. 
In  thiscase  we  wilt  have  threechuryhcs.each 
will  do  well  to  get  a preacher  fpr  once  a 
month,  twelve  iermonsa  year,  arjd  no  pas- 
toral work  outside  of  this.  Thetjxpcnse  .of 
three  church  houses.  Three  wealt  Sunday 
schools.  Dishearteed  ministers!  preach- 
ing on  a pftor  salary  to  a whole  lot  of 
empty  benches. 

It  united  in  one  church,  and  extending  the 
money  and  energy  that  will  lie  ^xjK-nded 
in  all  of  these  churches,  we  could  build  a 
pastor’s  home  in  our  midst,  have  preach- 
ing every  Sabbath,  have  a pious  God-lov- 
ing and  God-serving  umler-sheparil  Co  lead 
us  into  green  pastures  of  morality  and 
piety,  it  would  lie  far  lietter. 

I.  have  long  wished  for  the  ability  to 
build  a nice  church  house;  many  have  been 
the  “Castles  in  Spain,”  I have  formed  in 
my  mind  of  a beautiful  church  house.
